: THE OWINESE LIBEL CARE. . 

Taxa Yar alias Tang YAN e. Kono Crm, 
$500.—This was on action to recover da- 
mages for a libel alleged to lave been’ pub- 
lished in the Chinese Mail, Mr Holmes (of 
Messrs Stephens and Holmes) appeared for 
the plaintiff, and Mr H. L. Denuys for the 
defendant. ° 

His Honor said he had intended to refer 
to this case on Friday last, but it had not 
then been brouyht to his recollection in any 
way and it had escaped his memory. - He 
had gone carefully through the’ papers and 
had read the libel; it was, there wns no 
doubt, a very gross libel; all sorts of gross 
charges had been brought against the plain- 
tiff, which, if the matter had gone before a 
jury, would have been held by them to en- 
title him to heary damages. - The plaintiff, 
he presumed, did not wish to be vindictive; 
he merely wished to establish his character 
and free himself from these charges. The 
least that ought to be done by the defendant 
was to publish an ample apology to be dic- 
tated by Mr Holmes, which apology should 
be published in such papers as Mr Holmes 
might think necessary, the defendant like- 
wiso to pay to the plaintiff the eum-of $50 
and aJl oosts, 

Mr Holmes said that had the matter been 
gone fully into he would have been prepared 
to ask for further damages. 

Mr Dennys remarked that he would have 
been in any case prepared to argue that the 
damages were quite sufficient; especially 
considering the position of the plaintiff and 
the whole circumstances. However, as His 
Honour had given this opinion, he would be 
prepared té put, the reoommendation before 

ia clients, 

The Judge -said Mr Dennys’ olient was 
bound by it. 

Mr Dennys reminded his Honour ‘that it 
had been. distinctly ogreed that his client 
was not to be bound by it, . Mr Holmes had 
expressed his willingness to be bound by it, 
but he had sgid he would prefer to have the 
final disposal of the case left open, and this 
had been agreed to by both parties and by 
the Court. 2 

His Honour remembered something of that. 
He now recommended this course, then.

LARES AND PENATES, 
To the Editor of the “Cuina Mast.” 


Hongkong, Noy. 11. 

Siz,—The ancients, from whom we have 
received, with more or Jess improvement or 
adulteration, all the advantages we at pre- 
sent enjoy, were always carefal in their 
adoration of the Lares aud Penates, and the 
Chinese, in whom we find many of the cus- 
tome of the Ancients in a fossilised state, 
seem to follow the practice of our ancestors 
in this respect. Tho Lares, as we know, 
were the souls of departed persons who had 
lived well and discharged the duties of their 
station; the Penates on the other hand were 
divinities somewhat of the character of 
canonized Saints as reverenced by our 
Roman Ostholfo Brethren,.
